Site West of Here 
Developed As 
Landing Field 


This community today has an 
airport and on Saturday of ‘next 
week it will become the home base 
for at least six airplanes, Dewey 
M. Cable, operator, revealed this 
morning. 

His plane is at the airport now 
and he has the distinction of being 


the first aviator to land on the 
60-acre field with its 3000-foot 
long strip. While trucks are haul- 
ing in more sand and gravel for 


the landing strip and while a trac- 
tor is smoothing the surface, Mr. 
Cable is constructing a temporary 
office. 

An administration building is to 
be erected next, site for which has 
already been cleared. 

WEST OF BENSON 

The new airport is located west 
of Benson avenue between Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth streets. 
Main entrance to the airport will 
se off cf Benson avenue at Thir- 
teenth street, immediately south 
of Harold Hemingway's Karakul 
fur farm and the Hemingway resi- 
dence. Prolongation of this street 
west will be paved by Mr. Cable. 
The field is some distance west of 
the Hemingway property. 

The administration” building, 
two stories in height, will be erect- 
ed near the entrance. This build- 
ing will be about 20 feet square 
and a tower will extend 30 feet in 
height, according to Mr. Cable. 

FIRST LANDING 

First commercial business fcr 
the airport came from a Los An- 
geles aviator, who landed at the 
field Wednesday to “get out of 
the fog,” according to Mr. Cable. 
The aviator left yesterday after- 
noon with Washington, D. GC. his 
destination. 

For the present Mr. Cable said 
no, ‘grand opening,” would be 
held but that such an event was 
anticipated at a later date. 

Oil for paving of the landing 
strips was scheduled to arrive yes- 
terday and its delivery is antici- 
pated soon. The 60-acre tract was 
covered with wild brush and only 
enough is being cleared to provide 
space for two landing strips and 
the buildings. One strip will be 
3,000 feet long and another one 
will be 1,500 feet in length. The 
two strips are placed in different 
directions so fliers can best use the 
varying wind current. 

NAME SELECTED 

Official name of the field 
“Cable Claremont Airport.” Mr. 
Cable said ‘‘Claremont"” was placed 
in the designation out of respect 
to George Riley, who is planning 
to establish an Upland airport on 
Sixteenth street east of Campus
